oppression, injustice or falsehood. Let us then close up the ranks, and, shoulder to 
shoulder, as becomes brave men and true, manfully fight the great battle of life, dis- 
clarging its duties as becomes “heroes in the strife’ and pressing forward to the goal 
with certain confidence in the Great Captain and Leader of our salvation, even Jesus 
Cirist the Lord.

ORDER OF MARCH. Enter through main gate. Column right. and follow track to far end 
of field. At end of field, Standards will be taken out of line and assembled, 
Sir Knights eolumn left at centre of field and pass between goal posts to 
guards stétioned at base af triangle. Follow mttern of grand march following 
direction given by guards (first rank of three column right, second column left, 
then each rank alternate), to guards stationed at ends of triangle base. At 
ends of base -- column right or left following escorts to apex of triangle, 
marching clese order. Halt FACING PLATF(RM. Commands from platform will be as 
follows: Sir Knights - Present swords (this is for the National Anthem) 

Carry Swords = Order Swords = To Your Devotions Kneel. After Invocation - 
Sir Knights Arise = Carry Swords - Dismissed. 


DISMISSAL. On order Dismissed, Massed Colors will lead way off field. Sir Knights

STANDARDS. On being taken out of line, Standards will be assembled at end of field 
and marched to a position forming a line parallel with base of triangle. On 
dismissal, line will march company front to platform, then left flank and off 
the field to stands.
